A masked robber, brandishing a snub nosed .38 caliber 
revolver struck for the second consecutive night Tuesday 
and made away with a large amount of cash from the 
Holiday Inn. 
The robber wore a red hood over his head and was clad 
in dark clothing. 
The bandit is thought to be the same man who robbed 
the El Capri Motel, Baugher's Liquor Store, and H art’s 
Standard Station Monday night of over $900. It was first 
thought the robber made away with nearly $1,800 
Monday night, but a large check from the El Capri, 
thought to nave been taken by the masked man, was later 
discovered. 
Last night's action began when Holiday Inn manager 
George Butler called police saying a slender built Negro 
had held him, his wife and son, and two Holiday Inn 
employees at gunpoint and taken a large amount of 
money. It was first reported that $300 was missing. 
Butler said the thief was apparently hiding in a small 
tree in front of the Inn waiting for an opportunity to 
strike. When the man walked through the front entrance 
door, he was holding the pistol and demanding the 
money. Butler Mid the man gave him a paper sack and 
told him to "hand over the money." Butler complied and 
the thief fled through the a m e entrance door and turned 
east and ran through the courtyard. 
Butler Mid he and Holiday Inn restaurant manager Jim 
Lloyd chaMd the man, but when the robber saw them he 
fired three shots at them and fled into a field, north of the 
Inn. 
The first shot struck a window in room 200 located on

the time of the shooting. Henneke said the bullet went 
over his head. 
The second bullet went wild and the third shot struck a 
small metal post. Lloyd was standing behind the post 
when the shot was Tired, but was uninjured. 
After the shots were fired, Butler and Lloyd returned 
to the lobby of the Inn and alerted authorities. 
Nearly 50 highway patrolmen, city police, sheriff’s 
officers, auxiliary police, and New Madrid county sheriff’s 
officer were called to join in the manhunt. 
The robber was first thought to be cornered in a bean 
field north of the Holiday Inn, but an hour’s search was 
futile. Police dog “ Danner’, was brought into service and 
followed the man's trail to a point where his footprints 
ended and tire tracks began. 
Officers combed the area with search lights, but 
apparently the masked man had eluded police for a 
second night. 
At 11:31 p.m., the manager of Sikeston Cut - Rate 
Liquor on South Main, which is within a mile of the 
Holiday Inn, called police and said a Negro man had tried 
to break in both the front and rear entrance doors of the 
liquor store. 
The manhunt then centered its efforts on the South 
Main area surrounding the liquor store, but authorities 
said this morning the attempted break - in at the store was 
possibly the work of another man. 
Officer Charles Sherrard on regular patrol in his car, 
radioed fellow officers that he had sighted the thief on 
foot near the rear of Nancy’s Sweet Shop on South Main. 
Sherrard said the man had fled when he sighted the police 
car. Officer’s gathered at the scene and were searching the 
area when a call from a second officer reported a Negro, 
fitting the description of the robber, running near the 
First National Bank. 


Nearly 30 police cars and unmarked auxiliary police 
cars combed the alley’s and streets around the area, but 
the man had apparently again escaped apprehension. 
A net of police officers was set around the southern 
section of Sikeston concentrating their search in the 
Sunset area where the man was thought to be heading. 
Police then received a call from the 900 block of Ruth 
street that the robber had been sighted. The caller said he 
heard shots in that area, but this was not affirmed. 
When reports of the robber began to spread, several 
calls came in saying they had seen or heard the robber. 
Two young Negro men from East Prairie and Wyatt 
were picked up by police and held for investigation when 
it was reported that one of the men fit the description of 
the robber. The men were later released. 
A caller reported to police that a maroon and white car 
had made an abrupt U-turn on front street and was 
traveling north on 
Kingshighway. 
A 
police officer 
sighted the car, but his car stalled before he could stop the 
call. 
Police tightened their net and surrounded the man near 
Lora Street when he was seen by several police officers 
and residents in the area. Sgt. Jack Patterson, sighted the 
man and fired at him, but apparently missed. 
A caller told police a Negro man had climbed in a tree 
at 935 Lora and from the tree climbed onto the roof of 
the house. All police officers were called to Lora street, 
but the robber was not found. A later search affirmed that 
the man had been on the roof of the house. 
Another caller said the robber had climbed under the 
house at 911 Lora, but again the masked man eluded 
police. 
Police officers combed the area on foot and in cars 
until dawn this morning when the search was abandoned.

The Sikeston board of education yesterday approved a 
recommendation from Superintendent of Schools Sam 
Harbin calling for a parking code system at Senior High 
School.

BLUE GRASS NATION 
Woodstock nation has no monopoly on outdoor 
music festivals. Emest B. Furgurson of The Baltimore 
Sun (July 8, 1971) recently described another musical 
nation he had observed. “These others have strange 
folkways, like getting up mornings and going to work, 
and washing and shaving, and spontaneously parking 
their cars and campers in manageable rows, and 
drinking beer instead of popping pills.” Furguson’s 
“others” were blue grass fans at a festival in Berryville, 
Va. Folks of the same sort are likely to turn up at the 
third annual Blue Grass Festival opening Thursday, 
Aug. 12, in Hugo, Oklahoma. 
Mrs. Helen Jo Welch, manager of the Hugo Chamber 
of Commerce, told Editorial Research Reports that the 
festival is a “family affair,” with fiddle, banjo and 
mandolin contests for the youngsters, Sunday morning 
gospel singing and no alcoholic beverages allowed. But 
she did notice many college students at last year’s 
festival and expects them again this year. People come 
from all over to hear groups with names like “Ralf 
Stanley and the Clinch Mountain Boys, with Curly Ray 
Cline.” 
Unlike the more citified, modernized forms of 
country music, blue grass uses a minimum of 
amplification. Christopher Lehmann - Haupt (New 
York Times Magazine, Sept. 13, 1970) calls it “a 
special genre of hillbilly music distinguised by the 
banjo’s hard-driving latticework of sound.” The master 
of this sound, Earl Scruggs, and his partner Lester 
Flatt, helped popularize it with “Foggy Mountain 
Breakdown” - the background music for the film 
“Bonnie and Clyde.” 
Blue grass grew out of the Scottish, Irish and English 
songs early settlers brought with them to the hills of 
Tennessee, Virginia, Kentucky and the Carolinas. The 
songs were ¿modified by Negro blues and gospel music 
and, in time, Northern popular music and jazz. 
Workers migrating from the rural South to northern 
factories took blue grass along with them. It remains a 
music for purists in a time when much of country 
music is becoming big business and the country itself is 
vanishing. 
* * *

SHAKESPEARE CONGRESS 
Any English lit major knows that people interpret 
Shakespeare 
according 
to 
the 
temper 
and 
preoccupations of their time. So it isn’t surprising that 
the World Shakespeare Congress opening Friday, Aug. 
13, in Vancouver, British Columbia, includes on its 
agenda 
such 
topics 
as 
“Shakespeare 
and 
the 
Computer” and “Psychoanalysis and Shakespeare.” 
An 
international group led by director Jan Kott will 
consider the problems of adapting the plays to 
embody 
present-day 
political and philosophical 
points of view.” And Marshall McLuhan is listed as a 
consulting member of a committee on “new Research 
Methods.” 
These are some of the more novel elements of a rich 
program of lectures, discussions, films and dramatic 
presentations the week-long congress offers. It is 
cosponsored by Simon Fraser University in Vancouver 
and the Japanese S h ak esp eare Society. Any bard lover 


who pays $ 7 5 may attend. He will have a chance to 
participate in a kind of dispute that is as old as 
Shakespeare scholarship. 
One of the scheduled lecturers at the congress, W. 
Nicholas Knight of Wesleyan University, believes he 
has proof that a signature inside a popular Elizabethan 
law 
text is Shakespeare’s. 
The book, a Latin 
translation, belongs to the Folger Shakespeare Library 
in Washington, D.C. Knight explains in the May issue 
of The Shakespeare Newsletter that the signature was 
first discovered by a Folger curator in 1938, but that 
he can now prove its validity by using ultra-violet light. 
If the signature is real, he told The Middletown Press 
(Middletown, Conn., July 24, 1971), it could be “the 
only one outside of England, the only one not on a 
legal document, the only one in a book and the only 
one of literary import.” 
The most significant implication of his theory, 
Knight says, is that Shakespeare had a scholarly, not 
casual, grasp of jurisprudence. If this is so, then Ben 
Johnson was wrong when he wrote in 1623 that his 
rival knew “small Latine, and lesse Greeke.” The 
theory also suggests that the young dramatist may have 
served as a law clerk, an idea put forward in the 18th 
Century by biographer Edmund Malone. But other 
biographers and legend - makers have chosen different 
avocations 
for their subject - Franciscan monk, 
soldier, barber-surgeon, gardener - to name a few. 
Scholars will continue to ponder the elusive facts of 
Shakespear’s life, and how those facts bear on his art.

PATHWAY TO THE STARS 
The U. S. national debt stands at nearly $400 billion. 
In an effort to make this figure somewhat more 
comprehensible to ordinary citizens, the chairman of 
the senate appropriations committee of the U. S. 
Senate, Senator Allen Ellender, set his staff and a bank 
of computers to work with some interesting results. 
The senator found that: 
“If every member of the United States Senate 
counted two, one-dollar bills every second of every 
minute of every hour of every day of every week, it 
would take approximately 64 years to count $400 
billion. 
“If the senators worked the standard work year 
(eight hours per day for 260 days a year) taking no 
coffee breaks, or holidays or vacations, it would take 
them 267 years to accomplish the same count. 
“At its current capacity, it would take the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving about 171 years to print 400 
billion one-dollar bills. 
“Four-hundred billion dollars in one-dollar bills 
would fill about 3,456 railway boxcars, making a train 
almost 36 miles long. 
“The 400 billion one-dollar bills stacked on top of 
each other would reach about 27,095 miles, or 4.5 
trips from New York to Los Angeles. 
“Placed end to end, that many bills would make a 
path, 160 bills or 35 feet wide, to the moon.” 
Nearly everything but money is in limited supply. 
This is why prices go higher and higher, and it takes 
more and more dollars to buy goods of tangible worth. 
If inflation continues long enough and the senator’s 
machines are equal to the task, they will someday learn 
how many trillions of dollars of debt are required to 
lay a pathway of dollar bills to the furthest star.

The study drew a bead on

with the largest concentration 
falling in a category that might

substantial improvement.” 
Evaluating what it described 
as one of the more typical 
agency reports, it said “ this 
report does not present enough

A masked robber, brandishing a snub nosed .38 caliber 
revolver struck for the second consecutive night Tuesday 
and made away with a large am ount of cash from the 
Holiday Inn. 
The robber wore a red hood over his head and was clad 
in dark clothing. 
The bandit is thought to be the same man who robbed 
the El Capri Motel, Baugher’s Liquor Store, and H art’s 
Standard Station Monday night of over $900. It was first 
thought the robber made away with nearly $1,800 
Monday night, but a large check from the El Capri, 
thought to have been taken by the masked man, was later 
discovered. 
Last night's action began when Holiday Inn manager 
George Butler called police saying a slender built Negro 
had held him, his wife and son, and tw o Holiday Inn 
employees at gunpoint and taken a large am ount of 
money. It was first reported that $300 was missing. 


Butler said the thief was apparently hiding in a small 
tree in front of the Inn waiting for an opportunity to 
strike. When the man walked through the front entrance 
door, he was holding the pistol and demanding the 
m oney. Butler said the man gave him a paper sack and 
told him to "hand over the m oney.” Butler complied and 
the thief fled through the same entrance door and turned 
east and ran through the courtyard. 
Butler said he and Holiday Inn restaurant manager Jim 
Lloyd chased the man, but when the robber saw them he 
fired three shots at them and fled into a field, north of the 
Inn. 
The first shot struck a window in room 200 located on 
the ground floor. The room was occupied by Norman 
Henneke, an Ohio resident, who was seated on a couch at

the tim e of the shooting. Henneke said the bullet went 
over his head. 
The second bullet went wild and the third shot struck a 
small metal post. Lloyd was standing behind the post 
when the shot was fired, but was uninjured. 
After the shots were fired, Butler and Lloyd returned 
to the lobby of the Inn and alerted authorities. 
Nearly 50 highway patrolm en, city police, sheriff’s 
officers, auxiliary police, and New Madrid county sheriff's 
officer were called to join in the m anhunt. 
The robber was first thought to be cornered in a bean 
field north of the Holiday Inn, but an hour’s search was 
futile. Police dog "Danner*, was brought into service and 
followed the m an’s trail to a point where his footprints 
ended and tire tracks began. 
Officers combed the area with search lights, but 
apparently the masked man had eluded police for a 
second night. 
At 11:31 p.m., the manager of Sikeston Cut * Rate 
Liquor on South Main, which is within a mile of the 
Holiday Inn, called police and said a Negro man had tried 
to break in both the front and rear entrance doors of the 
liquor store. 
The m anhunt then centered its efforts on the South 
Main area surrounding the liquor store, but authorities 
said this morning the attem pted break - in at the store was 
possibly the work of another man. 
Officer Charles Sherrard on regular patrol in his car, 
radioed fellow officers that he had sighted the thief on 
foot near the rear of Nancy’s Sweet Shop on South Main. 
Sherrard said the man had fled when he sighted the police 
car. Officer’s gathered at the scene and were searching the 
area when a call from a second officer reported a Negro, 
fitting the description of the robber, running near the 
First National Bank. 


Nearly 30 police cars and unmarked auxiliary police 
cars combed the alley’s and streets around the area, but 
the man had apparently again escaped apprehension. 
A net of police officers was set around the southern 
section of Sikeston concentrating their search in the 
Sunaet area where the man was thought to be heading. 
Police then received a call from the 900 block of Ruth 
street that the robber had been sighted. The caller said he 
heard shots in that area, but this was not affirm ed. 
When reports of the robber began to spread, several 
calls came in saying they had seen or heard the robber. 
Two young Negro men from East Prairie and Wyatt 
were picked up by police and held for investigation when 
it was reported that one of the men fit the description of 
the robber. The men were later released. 
A caller reported to police that a maroon and white car 
had made an abrupt U-turn on front street and was

police 
officer 
sighted the car, but his car stalled before he could stop the 
call. 
Police tightened their net and surrounded the man near 
Lora Street when he was seen by several police officers 
and residents in the area. Sgt. Jack Patterson, sighted the 
man and fired at him, but apparently missed. 
A caller told police a Negro man had climbed in a tree 
at 935 Lora and from the tree climbed onto the roof of 
the house. All police officers were called to Lora street, 
but the robber was not found. A later search affirmed that 
the man had been on the roof of the house. 
Another caller said the robber had climbed under the 
house at 911 Lora, but again the masked man eluded 
police. 
Police officers combed the area on foot and in cars 
until dawn this morning when the search was abandoned.

BLUE GRASS NATION 
Woodstock nation has no monopoly on outdoor 
music festivals. Ernest B. Furgurson of The Baltimore 
Sun (July 8, 1971) recently described another musical 
nation he had observed. “These others have strange 
folkways, like getting up mornings and going to work, 
and washing and shaving, and spontaneously parking 
their cars and campers in manageable rows, and 
drinking beer instead of popping pills.”

Mrs. Helen Jo Welch, manager of the Hugo Chamber 
of Commerce, told Editorial Research Reports that the 
festival is a “family affair,” with fiddle, banjo and 
mandolin contests for the youngsters, Sunday morning 
gospel singing and no alcoholic beverages allowed.

Blue grass grew out of the Scottish, Irish and English 
songs early settlers brought with them to the hills of 
Tennessee, Virginia, Kentucky and the Carolinas. The 
songs were modified by Negro blues and gospel music 
and, in time, Northern popular music and jazz.

translation, belongs to the Folger Shakespeare Library 
in Washington, D.C. Knight explains in the May issue 
of The Shakespeare Newsletter that the signature was 
first discovered by a Folger curator in 1938, but that 
he can now prove its validity by using ultra-violet light. 
If the signature is real, he told The Middletown Press 
(Middletown, Conn., July 24, 1971), it could be “the 
only one outside of England, the only one not on a 
legal document, the only one in a book and the only 
one of literary import.” 
The most significant implication of his theory, 
Knight says, is that Shakespeare had a scholarly, not 
casual, grasp of jurisprudence. If this is so, then Ben 
Johnson was wrong when he wrote in 1623 that his 
rival knew “small Latine, and lesse Grecke.” The 
theory also suggests that the young dramatist may have 
served as a law clerk, an idea put forward in the 18th 
Century by biographer Edmund Malone. But other 
biographers and legend * makers have chosen different 
avocations 
for their subject - Franciscan monk, 
soldier, barber-surgeon, gardener - to name a few. 
Scholars will continue to ponder the elusive facts of 
Shakespear’s life, and how those facts bear on his art.

The U. S. national debt stands at nearly $400 billion. 
In an effort to make this figure somewhat more 
comprehensible to ordinary citizens, the chairman of 
the senate appropriations committee of the U. S. 
Senate, Senator Allen Ellender, set his staff and a bank 
of computers to work with some interesting results. 
The senator found that: 
“If every member of the United States Senate 
counted two, one-dollar bills every second of every 
minute of every hour of every day of every week, it 
would take approximately 64 years to count $400 
billion. 
“If the senators worked the standard work year 
(eight hours per day for 260 days a year) taking no 
coffee breaks, or holidays or vacations, it would take 
them 267 years to accomplish the same count. 
“At its current capacity, it would take the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving about 171 years to print 400 
billion one-dollar bills.
